‘The purpose of the Joan is to enable payment 
{to be made for purchases made in the United 
Slates prior to the passing of the Lend-Lease 
Bill, Early in the war British securities in 
the ‘United States had been mobilized, and it 
was thought at one time that they might} 
be sold for the purpose of financing pur- 
chases. There was some doubt as to the 
wisdom of such a step, but it seemed to be| 
the only ‘method possible in view of existing 
legislation in the United States. Forced sale 
‘of these securities might have had a disastrous 
effect not only on their own values but on 
the values of other securities on the New 
York market, and it was a wise decision to 
wait and see before taking any such step. 

By this latest arrangement any, danger of 
depressing the market by forced sale has 
been removed, while the terms of the loan 
indicate that within fifteen years, the period 
‘of the agreement, it should be possible to 
‘wipe off the whéle loan, though proviston| 
is made for its renewal providing two-thirds 
‘of the capital have been paid off. The rate 
of interest is reasonably low, indicating adop- 
fion by the United States of the policy, which 
has already been accepted by Great 
of avoiding as far as possible raising money 
at anything like the rates which prevailed 
during the last war. It is early at present| 
to endeavour to estimate American reaction 
{o this latest development, though first re-| 
ports suggest that it is not expected to arouse 
anything but approval, chiefly because it is 
being “more completely realized by the 
average American thot, Jn the interests of;

within fifteen years, or failing that, within 
twenty. In the circumstances the arrange- 
ment is a wise one conferring benefits “all 
round, which any other arrangement. would 
have failed to do. : 
But the loan has much: more significance 
than the mere “accommodation of Great 
Britain by the United States in the matter 
of finance. It is a further proof of the 
solidarity which prevails between the two 
countries, and the determination of both 
to do everything necessary to see that| 
Naziism shail be brought down. Here isa 
demonstration of the pooling of common re- 
Jsources for the carrying out of that im- 
portant task, another example of how the 
ited States is responding to Mr. Churchill's 
invitation to give Britain the tools in order 
that she can finish off Hitler and all that 
he stands for. It is even more than that, 
It is a development which shows to the whole

THREATS TO HOLLANDERS: 
Jyly 24. 

“Last Wednesday the people of Rotterdam’ 
cheered and cried for joy when the R.AF. 
‘was overhead. This is an example of the bad 
spirit which is still prevalent in the Nether- 
lands.” That statement does not come from 
the imagination of a friendly journalist, or 
even from a neutral. It comes from’ an 
Announcer over the -German-controlied 
Netherlands’ wireless, though the RAP. is 
fn possession of a picture taken by one 
of its men of the people in the streets cheer- 
ing. Earlier they had reported that as they 
flew over isolated portions of occupied France 
villagers and fishermen had waved their hats} 
in cheery greeting, and, indeed, from most 
parts of occupied’ Europe, over which the 
British aviators have flown, there have come 
signs from the people of welcome even 
‘though they ran some risk from the bombing 
of German military objectives, which might 
involve themselves and their homes in 
danger. 

Dealing further with the subject the same| 
‘announcer said:—"They are the very people| 
who suffer from the English, they cheer 
publicly every British pilot who has been 
captured by ‘the Germans, We are happy’ 
that measures will be taken to prevent this.” 
It is not amazing that this admission should 
have been broadcast, for it is apparent, and 
has been for a long time past, that the ‘Ger- 
‘mans have realized that they ‘are completely 
unable to woo the affections of the peoples| 
they have put under temporary bondage and 
that by them they are loathed and scorned 
with the greatest cordiality. Discovery of] 
documents at Lofoten issued by the Germans 
and now published in the form of a White 
Paper again prove that what is happening’ 
in the Low Countries, in occupied France, 
and in other countries is occurring even in 
Norway. And if the Germans cannot per-| 
‘suade these people to love them, they also 
cannot make them afraid. There is in the 
hearts of miltions of people who have been 
temporarily deprived of their liberty no real 
fear; it has been completely submerged by’ 
hatred. 

‘That accounts for the startling response 
‘which has come from France and the Low 
Countries in answer to the “V for Victory” 
movement. RAF. pilots returning from. 
raids over Europe report having seen lights 
oat out tthe shape of 8 V.tine was the 
answer of the people o! 1¢ broad 
‘cast which announced the mobilization of] 
the subterranean army designed to" rise] 
‘against the German oppressors when the time | 
is ripe. Set out as they were, they were| 
‘obviously intended to be seen by the British 
airmen, for from the ground they would have| 
no significance whatever.

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JAPAN DENOUNCED

‘The denunciation of Japan as an aggressor. 
by Mr. Sumner Welles, Acting Sccretary of 
Slate for the U.S.A., is the logical outcome 
‘of the surrender by’ the Vichy Government 
to the ultimatum from ‘Tokyo demanding 
military and naval bases in Indo-China. ‘The 
ultimatum was reinforced by the realization 
that Indo-China was in no position to resist, 
and that if the Japanese request were not 
Granted, Japan ‘would take whatever, she 
wanted. Mr. Welles significantly recalled the 
vepeated expressions of the Japanese Gov- 
ernment in 1940 of the desire that, condi- 
tions of disturbance should not spreag to the 
Pacific, with special reference to the Nether- 
lands ‘East Indies and French Indo-China. 
‘That desire was expressly concurred in by 
several other Governments including those 
of Great Britain and the United States. By 
September of Just year it was clear that 
there was a distinct difference between 
Japan's expressed idea and her real inten- 
tions, and changes under duress were achiev- 
ed in Indo-China as witness the securing 
of bases in norther Indo-China for the pur- 
pose of bombing the Burma Road. 

‘That was done under threat of force pre- 
elsely as has this latest surrender by Vichy 
been obtained, and, in the circumstances, the 
American view that Japan has merited de- 
nunclation as an aggressor, seems to be the 
only logical conclusion. ‘The action of the 
‘United States Government follows inevitably 
upon that of Japan and the very definite 
attitude which’ Washington has. consistently 


‘adopted of reprobating acts of aggression! 
‘With the view of the US. Government that 


there was no valld ground on which the 
‘Japanese Government would be warranted 
in. occupying Indo-China, or establishing 
bases in that area as measures of self-defence,

Such 
movements threaten the interests “of the 
United States as well as other peaceful na- 
tions which desire to use the Paeific in peace. 
All those nations who look to that part of 
the world which Japan now menaces for the 
supply of various essential raw materials are 
facing an economic threat which they cannot 
possibly afford to ignore. Japan has never been 
denied the opportunity of obtaining the same. 
materials on equal terms as other nations and 
in that respect she has no ground for com- 
plaint whatever, but if she attempts to secure. 
8 more advantageous position in this respect 
by force she can only expect to meet with 
resistance whieh may Indeed be tragle for 

er. 

It is to be hoped that this denunciation of 
Japan as the aggressor will cause Tokyo 
‘carefully to ‘consider the possibilities attend- 
‘ant upon any’ further development of the 
southward expansionist policy which may. 
lead to a resort to arms. Great Britain and 
the United States together with the Govern-_ 
ment of the Netherlands East Indies are de- 
termined to protect their interests in the: 
Pacific. The days of appeasement are fast 
drawing to an end. It may, of .course, be|

COOPERATION WANTED 


July 26. 

‘Very many letters have been received by 
this Journal on, the subject of the systematic 
‘squeeze in which the conductors on public 
conveyances, the trams and the buses; are 
alleged to indulge. Judging trom the num- 
ber of such communications, and the per- 
sistence with which they arrive, there is 
reason to believe: that the evil is widespread. 
Correspondence becomes brisker on the sub- 
Ject as the various increases in the fares are 
‘announced, and, whether the conclusion is 
correct or’not, there appears to be a widely 
held belief that, if the transportation com- 
Panies received all that the passengers actu- 
ally paid over to the conductors, such in- 
creases as have been granted would not have 
become necessary, or, if they-had, would not 
be so big as they now are. It is not to be 
believed for one instance that the companies 
are in any way negligent in dealing with 
this matter for it they were they would be 
heediess of their own best interests and those 
of ‘their shareholders. 

Indeed it is stated that the companies do 
not hesitate to take disciplinary measures 
against all employees found indulging in the 
squeeze racket. But, if inspectors as well 
jas conductors are attracted by. this method 
‘of obtaining easy money in fair quantities, 
it is diMeult to see what scheme could pos- 
sibly be devised which would put an end to 
the practices of which the users of trams 
and buses complain. That men when dis- 
covered squeezing are instantly dismissed is 
well known, ‘task of discovering 
them is no casy one, while the profits to be 
derived are such that most conductors will 
run the risk of being found out considering, 
that the illicit reward justifies the chance they 
‘are taking. Various suggestions have been put 
forward by different correspondents as to how 
the evil might be stamped out, and doubt 
ess the companies have considered them. It 
fs diffeult to believe that if any one of them 
‘were likely to be productive of good results 
the directors would not long “ago have 
adopted it, and it is to be assumed that a 
really efficient scheme has yet to be found: 

‘The chief trouble is that amongst the con- 
ductors and inspectors. there is not that same 
standard of honesty which makes similar 
methods successful elsewhere than in Shang- 
hai. Tt seems to follow that what is really 
necessary in dealing with this racket is that 
passengers should do their utmost {0 co- 
operate with the companies. After all it is 
their money which the perpetrators of this 
form of robbery are getting away with. That 
is apparent. If because of the squeeze which 
is going on the companies are obliged to 
vaise fares to secure a reasonable return on 
their investment, then it is not the companies. 
which suffer in the Jong run, but the travel- 
ling public. ‘There is something to be sald 
for the argument that if the public were to

Choking of Outlets, Damage 
To Drains Cause of Floods 


By A. F. Ginsson 
Comissioner of Public Works 


July 25, 


HOSE. who live in the western part of Shanghai and are 
inconvenienced by floods from heavy rainfall two or three 
times a year are naturally anxious to know if something cannot 
be done to eradicate this nuisance ent 
accept brief statements that no substantial improvement is possible 
It is simpler to suppose that the, 

trouble is due to choked drains in the roads or some other instance 
of negligence of the normal maintenance services of the town, or 
at least that the fault lies in failure to investigate thoroughly ‘the 
causes of the trouble as a preliminary to propounding the cure. 





ly, and they do not readily 


‘The two main causes of floods from 


heavy rainfall in the western part of 
Shanghai are deterioration in the out~ 
ots to. the drainage system” and 


damage tothe drainage system Itself, 
both due to factors beyond the con- 
trol of the Council. 


Outlets Chokea 

It ts obvious that any system of 
rains, However perfec, must always 
epend on the freedom ‘with which 
the water ean flow away at the points 
where the drains discharge thelr con= 
tents. ‘The outlets to the drains. in 
the western part of Shanghal are the 
Zilkawel Creek on the south and the 
Soochow Creek onthe north. and 
anything that hinders. the flow down 
these ereeks during ood inevitably 
holds up flood water in the western 
part of the town. 

main outie of the Zizawei 

Creek was filled up by the Chinese 
authorities some years ago and the 
water can now’ only get-away 
through ‘the Za-Wel-Kong. ‘This has 
Interfered with the drainage of the 
French Coneession, which. in. turn 
Feaets on the western part of the 
Settlement across the boundary. More 
Fecently the arm of the Fahwah 
Greek, which used to discharge into 
the Zikawel Creek, has been closed 
and flied with refuse. so that this 
Greek. which has carried the main 
‘rainage of the Western Extra-Settie- 
ment Area now has only one outlet. 
‘viz, the one under the railway which 
Aischarges into the Soochow Creek. 


Soochow Creek Undredged 


For the six years prior to the out- 
break ‘of ‘hostilities the “Whangpoo 
Conservancy Board carried outa 
dredging programme for the deepen 
{ng and improvement of the Soochow 
revi lvalving the removal of nea 
‘2 mallllon cuble fect of mud every 
Year, and hed made atrangements for 
maintaining this improved channel. 
"As there has been no dredging now 
for nearly, four years, value of this 
Wwork has been lost. the level of ‘the 
Bed of creek has risen and. con 
sequently the level of the water in 
the creck. ‘This inevitably checks the 
discharge from the drains when the 
reek is swollen by a heavy down 
pour: and "it takes longer for. the 














water to subside to normal 
again. 


System Damaged 

While these are factors which 
would hinder the discharge from {he 
best drainage system, the main cause 
ft the more frequent floods has been 
the damage to the drainage system 
within the area due to the rapid un- 
controlied © industrial development 
during the past two or three years. 
‘This development from the beginning, 
paid no regard to the drainage system 
and was beyond the ‘reach of any 
Sort of municipal control. Each pro- 
brietor anxious only to get full value 
from his land filled in ponds and 
backwaters and sometimes crecks and 
culverts, and raised his fot sumicient- 
ly to make sure of shedding the tain- 
water on to adjoining land which in 
{is turn was raised, often to a higher 

‘The land scheduled for now ron 
by the late City Government was 
Dullt over, although these roads could 
have provided the area with adequate 
drainage. In this ‘way the drainage 
aysiem in the eastern halt of The area 
hhas been destroyed, beyond repair, 
and most of the rainfall Is discharged 
on to the few municipal roads there 
whieh were only constructed to take 
the drainage from the semi-rural re= 
sidential development so characteris 
Ue of the region before the hostilities, 
as ft sin is of the developed parts 
west of the railway today. ‘This Fapid 
‘and, “unusual “development. which 
could not have been foreseen was the 
Fesult "of the. hosiilities driving all 
Industry into Shanghal and the selec- 
tion of the railway rather than some 
other line further west or the Settie- 
ment boundary as the ‘limit of the 
Rost. 


Building Rules Helpless 


‘The Jack of any powers to enforce 
Building Rules has prevented control, 
‘as In other elvilized towns, of the 
construction “or use of all’ private 
Grains which ‘accordingly’ frequently. 
Gischarge ashes, ordure and other 
rubbish into the “road drain, © But 
‘while this entails more frequent drain 
‘leaning, it Is not a material factor in 
causing floods. 

‘Another diticuty pecullar to food 
gd areas, especially beyond “the 
Settlement, is due 10 the amount of 
mud carried on to the roads with the 
flood water, and so into the strect 
fullies at the side of the road. ‘When 
the “quantity of mud reaches the 
limit of the capacity of the gully, the 
gully chokes to prevent mud getting 
{nto the drains. “And. when water 1s 
noticed lying at the side of the road, 
it'is'a sign that the gully is full of 
deposit and does mot ‘mean that the 
drain is not working. 1f gullies were 
not designed to choke when flied, all 
further “deposit would ‘be carried 
through them and would soon choke 
the drains. “The gullies on Yu Yuen 
Road are belng altered. fo increase 
thelr capacity for deposit before. be- 
coming choked, 


‘Yu Yuen Road Problem 


‘To make sure of preventing foods 
in the Extra-Settlement Area on all 

















Dut rare occasions, much larger drains 
would be needed in all the public 
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roads discharging into pump stations 
capable of removing water at the rate 
ff at feast 500 million’ gallons in 24 
hours regardless of the level of the 
Soochow Creek. 

‘A-more modest suggestion is to re- 
construct Yu Yuen Road at a higher 
evel. As the road carries the heavy 
trae of "buses ang rallless cars, the 
‘work. would ‘cost, about, $800,000" and 
Interfere seriously ‘with -the  trame 
white Tt was In progress.” Besides. as 
this would not remove water but only. 
displace it, it would tend to make the 
food deeper elsewhere, 


Pumping System 
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Damage Continues 


By continuing work of this kind, a 
slow, but permanent improvement in 
the drainage would: be effected. pro- 
vided no further damage is done to 
the remainder of ‘the main’ drainage 
aystem and fis outlets, Untortunates 
ly damage to the system from builds 
Ing operations and dumping continues 
in spite of attempts to prevent it, and 
peviaps the meat that ean be oped: 
in the absence of administrative con 
{rol ig. that the Continued work of 
improvement will offset the effect of 
the damage and so prevent the posi- 
tion gelting worse. 

Extra-Settlement ratepayers matur= 
ally. wish everything possible ‘to be 
done ‘for them. ‘The Council maine 
taing in. their area all’ the normal 
municipal services hat it'can, and 
almost'.the whole ‘of the Counell's 
budget, “appropriations for improves

AMERICAN POLICIES 
By Smrrusontan 


When American wartime policy can be 
Jooked at In historical perspective May 27, 
the date of the President's national emergency, 
fireside chat will undoubtedly stand out as one 
of the two great Iandmarks, The other out-| 
Standing date was June 10 whien the President 
abandoned strict neutrality and declared that 
the United States was wholeheartedly on th 
‘ide of those fighting aggression. On May 
27 he went beyond tho beliet that the United 
States should ald those fighting ion, 
He accepted, the fact that jon was} 
threatening the United States, not merely 
Britain and other countries of Europe. ‘The 
‘war was not a European war, but, a world~ 
wide war and since it. was world-wide the 
United States could not remain free from 
{te consequences, ‘The United States was a 
supporter of the Democracies. She was a 
foe of the Axis, American safety _and| 
security demanded an’ Axis defeat, American 
policy’ in the future would be directed 
Towards that ‘end. 

From the point of view of structural form| 
the President's speech was not as clear and 
Jueid as some of his other speeches have been. 
He couched his polieles in language which 
could command the maximum of support and 
eause the mainimum of alarm. But a He 
Ye-arrangement. of his. ideas’ and a 1 
Penetration behing the: verbal patter reveal 
plainly enough the far-reaching, nature of 
Hit. Roosevell's conctusions. “The speech di 
appointed some people because it was so 
‘ebutous, but thete ts biblical precedent for 
‘a nation being led by a cloud—and that nation 
‘Succeeded in reaching the Promised Land. 

‘The speech was accompanied by a pro~ 
clamation which received fess attention than 
ie"'merited, “Its ‘effect was to declare 
national emergency. But before the oper: 
tive elause was reached the reason why th 
country was faced 
‘was conelsely expressed. The first “whereas 
recalls the proclamation of limited emergency 
issued on September 8, 1939, “for the purpose 
‘of strengthening our national defence, within

1 might very pertinently be asked whother 
it had really taken the United States eight 
‘years of Hitlerism in Germany and 1% years 
‘of war to reach the conclusion -that the 
struggle was not after all a mere European 
conillet—a boundary dispute ora clash of 
rival imperialisms as the tsolationists like to 
say—but was an effort at achieving universal 
empire. The answer would have to be that 
‘the” responsible leaders of ‘the American 
people fully realized the threat of Hitlerism 
fo the United States and clearly expressed it 
‘both in words and actions before war broke 
out, but after war broke out, felt compelled 
‘through fear of the political consequences to 
express_a different view. an 
assumption that the United States itself was 
not threatened. There had perhaps also been 
sense of embarrassment in proclaiming that 
America’s ‘future depended ‘upon a British 
victory. It that was the true state of affairs| 
then the American role of only giving limited 
assistance was not a dignified one for a great

‘The weapons subsequently used against 

the “Axis were both diplomatic and 
¢conomie, both positive and tive. 
Recognition was refused Axis conquests and 
the ministers of countries over-run_ (Albania 
and Czechoslovakia) were treated as still 
“being representatives of sovereign countries. 
‘When Jews were persecuted the Administ 
tion denounced the persecution in scathing] 
terms, recalled its ambassador from Berlin 
and initiated a committee to care for the 
‘political refugees. When the Axis attempted 
to expand its trade in Latin America the 
Administration met the attempt by disguised 
Subsidies from the Export Import Bank and 

‘the same time found excuses for raising 

‘the American tariffs against German foods. 
Countries opposed to the “Axis new order” 
‘were on the other hand the beneficiaries’ of] 
‘the various reductions made by the Admini 
stration under its reciprocal tariff paliey. ‘The 
British and French Governments were fre 
quently urged unofficially "to be equally 
alive to the threat ,from the Axis as the| 
‘United States and * adopt ‘equally strong 
measures to thwart it. ‘This polley of the 
‘United States, however, was only” possible| 
politically because it involved no risk of war. 
‘The Netitrality Act made it obligatory for the 
‘United States to cease its attitude of 
partiality onee war broke out between the 
Axis powers and Britain and France. 

‘The President's national emergency speech, 
of May 27 marked a change in_policy.| 
He retumed to the pre-war theory that 
Britain and America were alike struggling 
against the same common enemy. ‘The 
American programme had been based

security,” the President declared. ‘That was 
of course perfectly true, but it had not always 
in the past been presented in that light. 
‘Omeial “language had. at first been very 
‘neutral, then had emphasized the need for!

President declared that Axis victory “would 
endanger the institution of democracy in the 
western hemisphere.”

In his national emergency address the Pre- 
sident stated that the arms embargo had been 
lifted as the first step in the American policy 
of alding the democracies. But in requesting 
the repeal of the arms embargo the President 
asked for the removal of a provision which 
“had the effect of putting land powers on| 
the same footing as naval powers.” In other 
words the embargo was a positive measure 
which would benefit Germany by neutralizing 
the existence of the British fleet. ‘This dis- 
ability was removed and the British fleet
